Beeognirinff gro*^ng sentltnetit for 
the repeal ot' that art, the free coinage 
leaders have bei-onio alarmed and have 
been making arrani^ementH for a cun- 
certed movement, intemled to couiitvi- 
aot the progress of this feeling. 

Ileadquartcrn are to be established in 
this city and mi.ssionary work is to h'' 
organized f(rr operation among men:- 
bers'if (•((tij-'-resH who have heretofme 
co-operated with the free coinage men 
and who have recently given indicu- 
tions of a purpose to vote for reiK'al. 

A. .1. Warner of Ohio, one of tlie 
leading free coinagr crusaders, whi) is 
here to further this movement, in li.s 
utterances on this subject, shows linw 
general is the alarm among the ^ilve^ 
men and how it-pervades the whole td- 
ver cam]). 

The president has received nnmevo.is 
leti.Ts and telegrams from business m^n 
and commercial assiK-iations tlm-uub- 
out the country urging that conu'rr.><s 
be convened at the earliest day practi- 
cal, but. unless a tinancial crisis sliDuld 
threaten, tlie (lat(> fixe<l fur convening 
Congress will not Ix' changed. 

So far as can be judged from present 
indications there is no reason to ai)i>r(> 
hend imminent disaster, and beyond 
Hd<ling U.iioo.ooo ounces of silver bullion 
to the stock norv he'd by the treasury, 
the situation is not likely to lie seri- 
ously changed by tl'.« stoppage of silver 
coinage in ln<liana. On tlie com rc.ry 
there are many who believe this stop- 
piige of silvr-r coinage in that country 
will be beneficial to the cau.se of sound 
money. 

This change from an unsound tft a 
■ound flnan^al poliey must resrdt in 
the quickening or business in India and 
an advance in the price of all its 
products with a corresponding advance 
fn theT^taple jiroducts as well as the se- 
curities of the United States wtiii ii 
would bo still farther advanced by !':<• 
reiieal of the requireuients fur the 
monthly purohaN of dlVw bnlUco in 
this country. 

In stopping unlimited silv(>r coimu'e 
India has simjily ajiplied the only r' ln- 
edy against the great depression thai: 
has been suffered so long m that cnv.n- 
try in consequence of p'Tsisteiitl\- ad- 
hering to a vicious system. To a lim- 
ited extent the same suffering jirevails 
in the I'nited States and from similar 
causes, and the same remedy must pro- 
duce like results in both countries. The 
United States can not longer sustain 
silver now that India has withdrawn 
its support, and this fact must be ap- 
parent to all thinking men who are not 
owner* of gilvt r minee. 

CONGRESSMAN BLAND INTERVIEWED 

The (ireat Silver Ailvocat«< Titlks on the 
Sllvi-r V{ae>tl(>n. 

St. Louu, June 29.— In an interview 
Ckingressman Richard P. Bland of 

Lebanon gave his opinion that the 
Buepension of free silver coinage in 
India would have a serious effect on the 
financial policy of this government and 
more espadaUy the eUTer advooatee. 

lie said: 

"Heroic measures will be required on 
the part of this government for the 
denioneti/iition of silver. The de- 
monetization is meant by. its authors to 
have an eftert upon our legialators in 
favor of H gold standard. There may lie 
Bome timid persons who will be influ- 
enced thereby. Most emphatically I 
do not think it is a knoi kout for sil- 
ver in this country. C>n the contrary 
I think that if congrf^ss doee not adoi)t 
tome measure looking to a bimetallic 
standard, it will make the battle of 
standards the coming isane in this 
country. This battle will disrupt 
political parties and cause a contest be- 
tween the commercial centers and the 
agricultural districts of the country. 
The demonetization of silver is a con- 
spiracy between the hanking Institu- 
tions of England and the eastern por- 
tions of the United States, and the 
suspension of silver coinage in India is 
part of this conspiracy to bulldose tho 
congress of the United States into the 
adoption of the single gold standard. 
I do not believe that' they will succeed."

How It May AOketWheat Export*. 

New York. June 20.— A morning pa- 
per editorially discusses the Indian sil- 
ver situation in double leaile<l type, say- 
ing in part : "Aa to the diminution of 
the exports of wheat from India to 
Great Britain In consequence of thus 
arresting the diminution of the valtie 
of the rupee, which so many predict, 
there is no ground for extiecting it. 
Wheat is exported from Inclia U) Lon- 
don not tiecause of its low price in In- 
dia, but be<ause London is the lust 
market for it; and it will continue to be 
exported thither so long as it briugj 
there nuM than Iha coat ot transporta- 
tion. 

The iiles that the jirice in London 
will advance, and the Amenean wheat 
grower tlius be bi ni fit. d. is equallx 
chimerical. India never lias supplied 
Great Britain with more than one teiilh 
of the wheat she consumes, and for 
the first five months of this year it h:is 
b«!en able to send thither only ltsit,!U2 
hundred weights, against 4.747,57tl h\m- 
dred weights for the first five months of 
Ibii'J. India's importance ns a coni- 
petitor in tiiis resjiect with this eoiintrv 
has been ridiculously overestiii:u1i I. 
and is likely to become lean rather than 
greater." »

Wasbinoton, June 99.— A rumor Is 
current in the treasury that Mexict* 
contemplated stopping the free coinage 
of silver.

The t«Iegram stated that they had in- 
formation of the intended landing at 
Portland of a large number of Chinese 
coolies. Some weeks ago Mr. Lotan 
was still in charge of the office. On his 
summary removal his dcputv was 
placed in charge and will continue to 
act until Mr. Black, the new collector, 
qualifies. His bund is now on the way 
to Washington. 

On June 15, Collector Lotan, in disre- 
gard of official Instructions from t. ^ 
treasury department, landed from tli( 
steamer Danube about 'ZM Chin -c. 
claiming to be merchaute. but who wer> 
described in an official report to the de- 
partment as '*a scaly and uncouth-ap- 
pearing lot of coolies." 

The Chinese coolies now expected are 
on board the steamer Haytien Repub 
lie en route to Portland, and. it is b 
licved by tin; department, that if Col 
lector Lotan had Ijeen left in office he 
woidd lauil the Chinese from the Hay- 
tien Rejiul.lie without regard to law 
d(jne in the case of the Danube. 

As far back as March 8 Collector 
Lotan was instructed bv Assistant Se - 
retary Sjiaulding as followa: 

"It is ascertained that many Chin^ > , 
enter the United States upon fraud i 
lent papers, certifying them to be r ■ 
turning merchants. You will hereaf t' r 
disregard such papers and refuse euti y 
unle.>is it is proven to yoor satisfaction 
that the persons presenting them hav^ 
the right to land." 

Since that time manv liuiidre<ls ol 
Chinese have landed at Portland upon 
bogus affidavits and certlflcatea.

Tiie old gentle- 
man between his postotiici! und his 
ctmntry store, known aa Beardsley's 
Corner, has amassed an independent 
competence. In his last (juarterly re- 
turn to the iKistotlice department h;' re- 
ferred to the fact that he had mailed 
letters for some of the families in hia 
neighborhood for five generations. 

For many years the revenues from 
the otTue did not exceed >;'20 annually, 
and it w as considered a big thing win rj 
the coming of a railroad increased this 
to $60. Like Senator Hill, Postimister 
Beardsley loves to proclaim. "I am a 
Democrat," but it has been many years 
since he manifested anv pernicibiis ac- 
tivity.

ECKELS' NEW FLAM. 



The Policy of Making Stockholders of 
National Banks Immediately 
Responsible. 



A recent special fmin Washinxton says: 
"Controller Mckels has adopted a new 
policy in re<;arcl t" asse^sin); tlie stock- 
Imldcrs of failed national hanks. His 
plan is to ascertain as speedily as possi- 
ble the anniunt reiinireil t.i make goo<i 
the loss of clepositois an 1 then to assess 
the stiickholdcis foi' the amount. 

" Heretofore it has been the custom of 
theControllei's ottice to wail until all the 
assets of the bank had been reali/.ed upon 
before oallinji upon the stockholders to 
make good the deficiency. The result 
has been in nnuiy cases that unscrupu- 
lous Stockholders have put their i)roperty 
out of their hands, an<l in many cases 
expensive litigation has followed in the 
effort -to recover something for the de- 
positors from the stockholders. The 
average time wliich has elapsed between 
the failure of a bank and the assessment 
of the stockliolders under the system 
which has heretofore prevailed has been 
two vears. Under the new plan it will 
hardly be two months. 

"The new plan wm first annonnced in 
the case of the Commercial National 
Bank of Nashville. It was a bad failure, 
and the Controller fixed the assessment 
of the stockholders at 100 per cent. 
Naturally this took their breath away. 
When they reinvered their voices they 
set up a chorus of protests. They in- 
sisted on the old two years of grace. 
The Controller <leclined to rescind his 
order. A repi-esentati\e of fim> of the 
stocl;tii>Mi'i~ tiicd to convince the Con- 
troller that hf was making! a mistake of 
innninuenlal si/.e. lie pleaded long and 
viKoiiiiisly. but all in vain. 

"This ruU' is calculated to have the 
same cU'ect upon the stockholders as 
would a law reiiuirin;; railroad directors 
to ride on the locoinoi i\ es of their trains. 
It will make ihem more careful alxnit 
tiie spued. Failed banks have uttually 
gone at too fast a pace."

LtflilAtturt. 

S. special from I'rankfoit to the Cov- 
injiiton I'ost says the charter for cities of 
the foiirtli class is now before the (iov- 
eiiior awaiting' his ap|)roval, tonetiier 
with the charter for first class cities, 
(iovern .r Ilrown informed the Post cor- 
respondent that the chances are !"9 to 1 
that he will approve the bills, so Mays- 
ville will likely liavc a new charter at an 
earlv day. 

Tne Senate refused to concur in any of 
the House amendments to the second 
cla.«s city charter bill and a conference 
committee was appointed. 

The Senate has passed the House bill 
providing for the employment of an otli- 
cial steno^apher for courts in counties 
having not less than 76,000 population. 

The Senate rejected the House bill re- 
(luiring railroads to fence their right of 
way. 

Ar. Peak's bill prohibiting the forma- 
tion of trusts or combinations was re- 
jected on the ground that other legisla- 
tion has already been perfected whicli 
covers the matter. 

The House Judiciary Committee favor- 
ably reported the bill' prescribing penal- 
ties for violation of section 201 of the 
Constitution, which prohibits the consoli- 
dation or pi>oling of parallel transporta- 
tion lines within the State. 

The bill rclatiu),' to State Library and 
Librarian was a^ain taken up. Mr. 
Hank's amendment li.xing the Librarian's 
salary at Sl,(XM) jier year was adopted. 
The amendment i)rovidinK' for tlie oien- 
nial ap|)ointnu'nt of a Librarian by the 
Court <if Appeals Jud;<es, previously re- 
jected, was left in that i)osition by the 
defeat of a motion to recomiiiler the vote 
thereon. The bill as amended wa.s then 
passed. 

Mr. Ilalbert ofl'eriMl a res<ilution for the 
expulsion of Representative Charlton, of 
Louisville, unless he shall return and 
make good h s alleged charges of bribery 
and corruption in the capital removal 
contest. Mr. Pettit supnorted the reso- 
lution, utging that he ana other members 
were not willlnir to rest under the impu- 
tation.

the milk robber.
